condition. However, if the weevil is 
in a starved condition when cold * 
w eather forces it into winter quar­ 
ters there is little probability of 
its living to see 
another 
cotton 
crop. Knowing these conditions to 
be actual facts it would seem that i 
farm ers, commercial clubs and other j 
organizations should be even more j 
active in the fight against the boll j 
weevil at the present time than they 
were in the summer when they spent I 
so much tim e and effort in trying j 
to eradicate the pest when it was i 
present in large numbers. 
Community organization is neces­ 
sary to make eithr plan a complete 
success.
